LONDON, March 19 — The five 
powers united under the Brussels 
pact faced up to the problem to­ 
day of translating the treaty’s words 
Into action.

The structure to be 
built from it does not exist. 
The pact was inspired by British

First bricks in the structure may 
be laid next week by a council of 
representatives of the five coun­ 
tries. 
How fast and strongly will they 
build?

Words come easily. Definite action 
probably will be more difficult.

While aware that some might suffer under this 
p olicy, the p rime minister said It would be futile to 
attem p t to sep arate Mo sco w-co ntro lled Co mmunists 
fro m theo retical discip les o f Marxism, who might co n­ 
ceivably stand with his co untry in a crisis. Therefo re, 
he charged cabinet ministers with resp o nsibility fo r 
the lo yalty o f their subo rdinates. 
Now Britain, too, will hear the cry of up ro o ted 
Co mmunists demanding their •'rights*' — the rights 
which q uickly disap p ear in all co untries seized by 
Co mmunists. 


What Makes A Go o d Driv er? 
Co nnecticut's dep artment o f mo to r vehicles is co n 
ducting research to find o ut why some p eo p le are 
good drivers and some aren't. 
The investigato r# will clo sely q uestio n 100 p erso ns 
whose driving record« are amo ng the wo rst in the 
state. Attitude, temp erament, muscular co o rdinatio n 
and general p hysical co nditio n will be studied. After 
this, 100 vo lunteer drivers, eath with mo re than 100.- 
000 safe miles, will undergo similar q uestio ning and 
examinatio n. Then the two group « will be co mp ared. 
Its do ubtful if the clinical ap p ro ach will uncover 
a cure lo r careless drivers, but it may be p ossible to 
assemble info rmatio n sho wing who w il become a good 
driver and who wo n't. The study also may unco ver 
Info rmatio n which will help in training novice drivers. 
As fAr drivers who se reco rds p lace them at the to t to m 
o f the safety list, they might be given sale# t tlk# on 
the eco no my and co nvenience of p u&tc conve y txxm.

UNFORTUNATELY, so me 
chil­ 
dren come into the wo rld p o o rly 
fitted fo r life by reaso n o f what 
might be called “structural'’ de­ 
fects in the heart and the large 
blood vessels leading fro m it. 
In o ther wo rds, the heart and its 
vessels are no t fo rmed a f t# th* 
usual p attern and hence their p er­ 
fo rmance canno t be up to p ar. Such 
delects may no t endanger life, but 
in yearly ever case they will inter­ 
fere with ro bust living. 
In the p ast there was lit tie th at 
could be do ne abo ut them. Very re­ 
cently, ho wever, highly skilled sur­ 
geons have p erfected several o p era­ 
tio ns fo r the co rrectio n o f some of 
these defects. 
It is still no t p o ssible , to co rrect 
all, but whenever o ne o f these 
heart defects is p resent a careful 
study sho uld be made by the do cto r 
to determine whether it is of the 
typ e that surgery can benefit. 
One Defect 
One o f these defects which re­ 
sp o nds well to o p eratio n is kno wn 
as p atent ductus arterio sus. 
Normally, the blood which co mes 
fro m the heart to the large artery, 
kno wn as 
the 
ao rta, 
is carried 
thence thro ugh smaller and smaller 
vessels to the entire body. In p atent 
ductus arterio sus, ho wever, tp ere is 
a kind o f sho rt circuiting o f the 
blood to the lungs at the exp ense 
of all o ther tissues. 
Instead of traveling its no rmal 
course, the blood is allo wed to p ass 
fro m the ao rta 
into 
the 
artery 
which goes to the lungs by way o f a 
blood vessel th at is always o p en be­ 
fo re birth. Ordinarily, this vessel 
closes within a few weeks after 
birth. 
Why it sho uld fail to clo se in a 
few babies, we do no t know, but 
when it does the co nditio n is called 
p atent (o r o p en) ductus arterio sus. 
The signs o f this co nditio n co n­ 
sist o f a lo ud heart murmur o r 
so und which o ccurs with the beat­ 
ing of the heart. 
A thrill 1# also 
felt o ver th* heart. Th® p ulse p res­ 
sure is increased. The p ulse p ressure 
is the difference between the p res­ 
sure when the heart co ntracts and 
when it is relaxed. The child with 
this co nditio n 
is usually 
under­ 
weight snd is unable to exercise as 
vigorously as a no rmal child tho ugh 
the heart itself is o nly mo derately 
enlarged. 
Patent Ducts 
To co rrect this co nditio n, an o p ­ 
eratio n is p erfo rmed to which the 
o p en channel o r p atent duct is tied 
off. - 
This will, o f co urse, keep the 
blo od fro m being carried to the 


lungs fro m the ao rta and establish 
no rmal circulatio n. 
Not all cases will req uire an o p ­ 
eratio n, since the delect may no t 
greatly affect health and gro wth. 
If, ho wever, the child is under­ 
weight, 
if the heart is so mewhat 
enlarged and the child can d o t ex­ 
ercise no rmally, it Is IMeiy that, as 
time p asses, he will become mo re 
and mo re handicap p ed. In such di­ 
stances, o p eratio n p ro bably sho uld 
be carried o ut. 
Ano ther o ne o f the defects is 
called co -arctatio n o f the ao rta. 
This is a narro wing o f the ao rta, 
which, as I have said, is the large 


blo od vessel coming: fro m the heart. 
This narro wing 
causes 
an in­ 
creased blood p ressure in the ves­ 
sels which run to the arms and the 
head as co mp ared to the blood 
p ressure in the legs. Many p atients 
with this co nditio n get alo ng with­ 
o ut any p articular disco mfo rt. In 
o thers, there may be dizziness and 
headache and numbness o f the legs. 
This co nditio n also may be co r­ 
rected by means o f an o p eratio n. 
However, this o p eratio n is a p ro ­ 
lo nged mid serio us o ne, and, as a 
rule, do cto rs will o nly p erfo rm it 
in tho se cases in which the narro w­ 
ing o f the ao rta is so great as to 
endanger life.
